anvone outside the confines of its 
stated jurisdiction without the 
approval of the city council." 

Asked for his opinion, City 
Attorney Leonard Hampel stated 
that the matter was up to City 
Council and that council had never 
established a clear-cut: policy. 

Speaking for himself. Hampel 
then recommended against granting 
subordinate bodies carte blanche to 
send oul communications under the 
CltN letterhead. 

A motion to establish a policy 
permitting such letters to be sent 
with staff approval subject to council 
appeal was stymied, however, when 
Chaput pomnted out that the matter 
Was not oan agenda item and 
therefore could not be acted upon. 

Accordingly, council voted to put 
the letterhead pohiey on the agenda 
for the next regular council meeting 
February 

As for what had become of the 
committee's il-fated letter, commit- 
tee member Anne Barnes said that 
after the city rejection she) was 
supposed to) prepare it on) plain 
Stationers, but never received the 
dratt. 

Rogers commented that the 
question had dragged on for a while 
and was finally dropped. 

Chaput at that) point abruptly 
moved that Rogers be removed as 
committee chairman, on grounds of 
his failing to move the matter 
forward to some conclusion. The 
motion tailed tor lack of a second. 

The proper role of the committee 
In-eivtic affairs then came under 
serudiny, with Fried stating that “it 
should not be the role of the 
beautificauion committee to take an

Simonian declared that a means 
caisted of providing improvements,

Traditionally, Simonian explain- 
ed. the — city has installed 
Improvements as they were needed, 
covering costs with city funds. 

Onthe Dominguez, Kraemer, and 
intervening ranches, however. 
Simonian said, the possibility exists 
of setting up special assessment 
districts, which would sell bonds to 
raise funds for improvements. 

With the money then in hand, 
improvements could be installed 
sooner rather than later, the cost to 
be borne ultimately by residents in 
the new developments in which the 
improvements would be installed. 

The approach was not without 
trade-offs, though, Simonian warn- 
ed. Creation of a road network in 
advance of development could well 
serve to accelerate that develop- 
ment, he said, characterizing the 
assessment-district approach as 
‘pro-growth, pro-development."’

Furthermore. Re cautioned, ma- 
jor, irrecoverable cost could be 
incurred by the city should it at first 
decide upon the — special-district 
proposal and later back out. 

In anv event, the council members 
were sufficiently intrigued by the 
proposal to seta special meeting for 
January 31. 7:30 p.m.. at the city’s 
Casa Loma building to investigate 
the matter further. 

In other business, overlong 
council meetings came — under 
wciick by Groot, who proposed that 
regular council meetings be held the 
first and third Mondays each month 
to handle routine matters only. 

Major public hearing ~— and 
(ract-map submissions would be 
scheduled for special meetings to be 
valled as needed on the second and 
fourth Mondays. 

Agreeing that council meetings 
were lasting too long, Chaput 
proposed that mectings be held to an 
11 o’clock cut-off time by limiting 
public hearings to one hour.
